The reſt of the Primitive Catholick, Chriſtianity is as necellary to 
be reſtored as this, but of larger extent than can with ſo much bre- 
vity be demonſtrated to be ſo. But a great Part of it is already 
confeſs'd and aſſerted by Principal leading Men, of the ſeveral Par- 
ties of Conformiſts, and Nonconformiſts; and concerning much of 
the reſt, there are Papers in the hand; of ſomz of the moſt Learn- 
ed of the preſent Aſſembly of the Clergy, who, tis hop'd, will take 
all theſe Matters into Conſideration in due time, if they may Sit. 


and Act without Diſturbance, as they ought to do. / 
If this were but done, as it ought to be done, by a free Aſ- 
ſembly of the Clergy, it would prove no leſs Efettal than Necellary. 
Such @ Removal of the curſed thing, if by an intire Reſtitution 
of Right both in Church and State, would be an impregnable For- 
tification againſt Popery. It would remove all Temptations to it; 


obviate all Objections for it; and enable even the Clergy to with- 


ſtand all Artifices of Papal Agents with our Princes: Nay, it 
would fortifie our Princes againſt all their Pretences and Inlinua- 
tions; enervate the Power of them, and give juſt occaſion -to all 
Conſiderate Roman Catholicks to become Catholicks indeed, and 
capable of as much Indulgence as any Diſſenting Party in the 
Nation. 
In Summ, it would have this happy Effect, that it would leave no- 
thing in difference between the Engliſh and the Papal Party, but 
what would be eaſily Juſtifiable on the Part of the Engliſh, and 
indefenſible on the other ſide; whereas at preſent late Experience 
ath prov'd that that there are divers things on the Part of the 
agu, and things of great Importance, ſo utterly Inde fenſable, 
that the Principal Perſons of the Party have been put to very in- 
direct Means to ſupport their Cauſe and ſuppreſs the Truth. 
But this, by the Bleſſing of God, might be an Excellent Means to 
prevent Wars abroad, and Cure our Diſſentions at home, moſt Ho- 
nourable for King Milliam, Honourable for the Parliament and Na- 
tion, and moſt Grateful to all Good and Wiſe Men. 
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
